Postumus was devoted to Hercules, even going so far as 
to depict himself as the god on some of his issues. This 
extremely rare coin is part of a series portraying the 
Twelve Labours, each with a different title referring to 
the location in which the Labour shown took place. In 
this example, Hercules is referred to as “the Nemean” 
for his first Labour, the slaying of the Nemean Lion.

The English words ‘mint’ and ‘money’ come from the 
temple of Juno Moneta (Juno Who Warns) in Rome, 
where Roman coins were produced for centuries. ‘This 
medallion depicts the three Monetae, representations 
of the three metals used in coinage (gold, silver, and 
bronze). The figures are not identical but rather have 
heights proportional to the value of the metal they 
represent, with gold in the centre as the tallest, silver 
to the right, and bronze to the left with the distinctly 
blobby-looking pile of large coins on the ground before 
her.

The name ‘Manilla’ is derived from the Spanish manella 
(manacle) or the Portuguese a manilha (also for a 
manacle or shackle), though the origin is from the Latin 
Manus (hand) or monilia (necklace). The Portuguese 
first traded with manillas in the 15" century for goods 
including slaves. By the 18" century a typical trading 
ship from Europe would bring manillas and other 
manufactured goods to West Africa to trade for slaves 
who would be taken to America, and then return to 
Europe with cotton for the mills. Production by British 
manufacturers had the edge in the brass trade in Africa 
with the output from the Midlands becoming known as 
the Birmingham manilla. Records from the 1760s show 
a factory in Warrington manufacturing manillas, whilst 
the stock list of a company in Warmly showed “Guinea 
manillas’. The Cheadle Brass Wire Company opened its 
Manilla House and Assay Office in 1790. 


Following the outlawing and abolition of the slave trade 
in Britain the manillas were used to trade mostly in palm 
oil and tvory. Indeed, they became such an entrenched 
currency that it wasn’t until 1949 that the British 
Government withdrew them and, having purchased 
over 30 million of them, finally banned them. Some of 
the earlier pieces remain strung together.
